A BORROVIAN BOOK OF 
TRAVELS. 
N the 16th of May, 1844, a solitary 
woman might have been seen upon 
the deck of the ship Brooklyn as New York 
faded in the West. She was fifty years of 


EIGHTY 


age, ‘‘fresh-coloured, with a determined} 


and stoical visage; and alone in the 
world.” Carpet-bags and parcels, stuffed 
with possessions and 
her. She was dressed in the inconspicuous 
fashion of American tourists—eighty years 
ago. She wore spectacles, and carried a 
parasol and a Polka coat...‘ Leaving the 
command of the vessel to the captain (a 
man of prayer) and the working of the 
ropes to the sailors,’ Mrs. Asenath 
Nicholson stood alone upon the deck; for 
she alone of the passengers had the strength 
of mind te overcome sea-sickness. 

Mrs. Nicholson was on her way to Ire- 
land. Always she had been interested in 
our country. ‘' Remember, my children," 
her father often had said to his. family, 
‘the Irish are a suffering people; when 
they come to your doors never hive them 
away empty.” Utterly bereaved in 1844, 
this strange,- quaint, lovable woman re- 
solved to visit the island about which she 
had heard perplexing tales—to study the 
conditions of the people and to yield them 
what service lay in her power. She went 
about Ireland—visiting every county except 


Cavan—distributing Bibles and | Testa- 
ments in Gaelic and English, mostly 
obtained from the Hibernian Bible 
Seciety, but some, apparently, Douay: 


versions. Her narrative of her adventures 
seems to have lain perdu until Mr. Alfred 
Tresidder Sheppard. put. together the 
present edition under a title intended to 
excite comparison with Borrow’s ‘ Bible 
in Spain.’’ 

Father Marnew’'s Horse. 

Never was there an ambitious title 
better justified. This book not merely is a 
document of great value to every student 
of Irish social history: it is a volume of 
intense vividness and interest, humorous, 
picturesque, and not without beauty. Mrs. 
Nicholson made friends everywhere, Father 
Mathew insisted on her speaking on his 
platform. She was a sympathetic, pene- 
trating observer. Unique among travellers 
in Ireland, she writes Irish dialect with- 
out grotesque faults. She missed O'Connell, 
but noted the contrast between the misery 
of the people of Cahirciveen and the 


luxury of his home. She visited Achill 
and criticised the “Nangles  sliarply, 
although seeking reconciliation. She 


respected all classes of the people, and, 
although she talked and wrote like an 
evangelist. it is impossible to detect to 
which of the Protestant Communions she 
belonged. 

She describes a meeting at which mothers 
and children ran after Father Mathew 
crying ' The baby, plase, wants the 
pledge,” and reports:. “My hope, my 
strong hope." he said, “ is in the children; 
they never break the pledge; and if the 
rising generation can be saved, the great 
work will be accomplished. ”’ 

_ At night 1 had full proof of Irish 
illustrated hy half-a-dezen young men from the 
country, who had come . _ to assist a man in 
digging his potatoes. The daneing and singing 
were so boisterous, that they shook the cabin, and 
reache] the ears of most of the neichbourhood, 
who suppesed they must be intoxicate. jut al 
were teetotalers, and had not taken a drop; yet, 
having nowhere to sleep in the town, they never 
relaxed during the night, and the merning found

In some outlying parts of the country 
Mrs. Nicholson came upon depths of 
ignora hich are shocking even in brief 
description. When we remember that there 
are neighbourhoods which throughout 
the eighteenth century were not Visited by 
priests, so that the people organised: a 
civil form of marriage for themselves, tho 
conditions described by Mrs. Nicholson 
are not wholly urprising. We a:e minded 
of Moore’s song by this passage— 

.. « Ht would be no more than jnst to say that 
I was neither lonesome nor afraid of robbers, and 
| really believe that the Irish peasantry are as 
free froam-coveting ' other men's gold, or silver, or 
apparel,” as is possible for a people to be, wretched 
and poer as fhev are “ We must be content with 
what the Almighty God sends us,” or © must not 
fly in the face of Almighty God,” seems not only 
a current phraseology in their mouths, but a fixed 
principle of the heart. es 

In Kerry Mrs. Nicholson saw an old- 


fashioned faction fight— 

_. , Sticks were flourishing in the air, ..., The 
priest was called, but they heeded not the threats 
of denunciations from the altar, which he assured 
them they should have on the morrow. He was 
obliged to leave them as he fonnd them, to rattle 
their sticks, as they did till midnight, though It 
was next day reported that no dead or wounded 
were carried from the field. 

Of the hospitality of the South Mrs. 


Nicholson has high praise; but the North, 


too, delighted her. —

“THE PLOUGH AND THE 
STARS.” 


HE excitement and controversy caused 
by the production, at the Abbey 
Theatre, of Mr. Sean O'Casey s latest play 
are fresh in the public memory; and the 
printed edition of the play will be sought 
eayerly. lt is accompanied by a portrait 
of the author from the pencil of Mr. 
Tuohy—a fine piece of dry-point work. 
“The Plough and the Stars’’ does not 
“ read ” so well as ‘‘Juno and the Pay- 


cock,’’ although the diction has inimitable | 


comic richness. It is evident that the 
play gives scope for ‘ies 
scenes, now dpol], now horrifying, arranged 
with a rapid alternation of mood which 
gives intensity. There is consummate 
stagecraft. The strict critic, however, 
would observe that the fun and the horrors 
might begin anywhere or end anywhere— 
there is no dramatic march of plot through 
climax to conelusion. 

Of the subject-matter of the play every 
reader will hold his own opinions; but it 
is impossible not to regret that so fertile 
and subtle ‘a genius as the playwright’s 
should be occupied chiefly with the sores 
ef Irish life. The half-truth is faleer 
than the lie; and the uncanny truth of 
Mr. O’Casey’s “ local colour’ only makes 
his play the more unjust if it be con- 
sidered as a comprehensive picture of Irish 
life at the moment with which it deals. 

The charge that Mr. O'Casey is blind 
to his people’s idealism is unjust. There 
is real tvagedy in his picture of ignorant 
souls stumbling after dreams to disaster. 
It is his failure to depict the sweeter 
elements of Irish life that makes his 
picture incomplete ; and, although he con- 
fines his canvas to themes of the slums, 
there are gleams of moral beauty among 
slum-dwellers that he never catches,

“ The Prince of Poets ” that Bacon di 
not defeat the Armada or discover the 
circulation of the blood; for he seems to 
have done everything else of consequence 
that was done in his time. Already one 
had suspected him of writing the plays 
usually attributed to the ‘‘ Stratford 
rustic,’ in the intervals of a busy life aa 
politician, Attorney-General, Lord Chan: 
cellor, essayist and philosopber; but how 
incomplete our estimate of the man weuld 
have been if our knowledge ended here! 


General Hickson claims that Bacon. 
Shakespeare was ‘‘a royal throstle.’’ son 
of Queen Elizabeth and the Earl of 


Leicester and heir to the throne of Eng. 
land; that he made love to Queen Margot 
of Navarre (who was Juliet); that he 


wrote or dictated the works of Lyly, 
Marlowe, Peel, Beaumont and Fletcher. 
Greene and Ben Jonson, wrote ‘‘ The 


Faerie Queen,’’ Montaigne's Essays and 
“ Don Quixote.’” It ma. be all true, but 
we shall need more substantial proof of 
Bacon's royalty~ than Roger Ascham’s 
curious letter to the Queen or-thée Hilyard 
miniature. For the rest there is scarcely 
a show of evidence. 
“The Cypher Inscription,’ by Dr 
Speckman, is ingenious, but not in the 
least convincing. From the Latin inserip- 
tion on Shakespeare s monument he takes 
the first letters of the even words in the 
first line and the first letters of the odd 
words in the-second line—I.G.A., T.M.H. 
—and by moving them six letters back- 
wards ‘or forwards in the alphabet he gets 


C.A.R., N.F.B.. which is a letter com- 
mutation of Fr. Bacon—with one letter 
left out. The seeker for light is tempted 


to ask, as Macaulay asked, the man who 
got the number of the Apocalyptic Beast 
by writing Napoleon’s name in Arabic, 
leaving out only two letters, ‘‘ And pray, 
sir; what right have you to leave out any- 


thing?”

When all is said, however, there reallv 
was a Shakespeare mystery. A provincial 
‘‘ of stunted education, bred in mean sur- 
roundings,’’ without influential friends, 
may have been a great genius, as Burns 
and Dickens were, but could he have 
created Hamlet, Mercutio and their like, 
“ the glass of fashion and the mould of 
form,’’ pictured the lives of the great so 
obviously from within, or been, in early 
manhood, the dear friend of the courtly 
and fastidious Southampton? The Master 
of Jesus College, Cambridge, modestly puts 
forward a solution which he succeeds in 
making very plausible. The pepular 
traditions of Shakespeare's early life and 
circumstances did not appear until the 
later part of the seventeenth century, and 
are almost certainly valueless. The 
farnous deer-stealing episede is not 
authentic, and in any case Sir Thomas 
Lucy never owned a deerpark. The plays 
are full of allusions to Warwickshire, so 
much so that only a Warwickshire man 
eculd have written them: but, strangely 


enough. it is North Warwickshire, and 
especially the neighbourhood of Pc' 

worth, to whitch thev constantly refer, 
never to Stratford. My. Gravy hazards the 
theory that Shakespeare was born ° 
Stratford, but that he spent his early 


youth as a page in the household of Sir 
H. Goodere, of Polesworth. He ‘‘ does 
not claim for proven a contention whicn 
rests on hypothesis,’ but it is a hypothesis 
Which ts well worked out, and may be 
true. 

Mr. Stobart’s book represents 
substance of twelve lectures “ broad- 
casted "’ for schools from 21.0 in 19285, 
and it hardly need be said that it contains 
no subtle or controversial matter. Tt has 
advantage of consisting chiefly of 
quotations.

‘‘ Mape’’ is the land of the lonely child. 
“ In Mape it never rains. Everyone plays 
all day in vast gardens Everyone is 
happy. Fathers do not read from morning 
till night. At eight o'clock the 
grown-ups are sent to bed. and the little 
boys take the little girls out to the 
theatre. '' 

It is the world created by great artists 
that we visit in this book ‘‘ Mape.”’ In 
the first part we see how the early life 
and experiences of Goethe were woven into 
his first novel, ‘‘ The Sorrows of the Young 
This sketch shows the youthful 
Goethe as a grand poseur, always serving 
as his own model. ‘‘ It was Mensieur 
Balzac’s fault ” tells how a young man on 
being rebuffed by his lady love resolves to 
beliave like the hero in Balzac’s story, 
‘“ The ‘Deserted Wife.’’ His success brings 
him in conflict with the lady’s husband, 
a powerful statesmen and an unscrupulous 
man, who relegates the incenvenient young 
man to a provincial school where, from a 
brilliant student, he declines into a plati- 
tudinous pedagogue. 

Mis. Siddons is the subject of “ The 
Portrait of an Actress,’’ and her triumph- 
ant success with Garrick in Shakespearean 
tragedy, from her laborious youth as the 
wife of a third-rate actress whom her 
parents had forbidden her fo marry when 
'“she spent the morning washing or iron- 
ing, in preparing her husband's meals, 
and in looking after the child that had 
been born. In the afternoon she learned 
her new parts. In the evening she acted, 
and when she came back after the theatre 
she often finished her laundry work.” We 
the irreproachable dignity. of ‘her 
private life and the grief she felt on the 
early deaths of her beloved children. a 
grief which none saw privately, but which 
found vent in the tragic parts she played 
on the stage. 

Thus in “ Mape’’ we get glimpses, first, 
of the artist as oreator; secondly, of his 
influence on the reader, and, lastly, as 
interpreter, The book is written with that 
fascinating and penetrating insight which 
makes of the French the critics per 
excellence of European literature.

diocese, so that the people might be sure of 
the proper authority, and the election of their 
bishop, and that he was duly instituted ac- 
cording to the Constitution of the. Church of 
Ireland. That Service was full of significance 
for them. They were mutually to help each 
other to the edifying of the body of Christ. 
They each had a share to take; they each 
had their own opportunity, no matter what 
their work or particular office. By mutual 
help and co-operation and by do'ng their best 
they would build up the body of Christ. He 
could not be their father in God unless they 
gave him their friendship and help; for he 
could only lead those who were willing to 
follow. It was God’s work that they were 
called on to do, not in the sense of a parish, 
but they should look upon this work as being 
God's parish. — 

To the clergy he would say not to be dis- 
couraged because they were working in what 
seemed a small sphere amongst a small flock. 
(God honoured the work just as much as if it 
was done in a great cOngested district. The 
essential of a successful ministry—successful 
in God's sight—was faithfulness. They should 
remember that God's standard was quality, 
not quantity. Ii was from the few that the 
many received blessing, and Christianity was 
not individualistic, but corporate. They 
should never get into a depressed condition of 
mind, but should realise the glorious oppor- 
that God gave them of working 
together with Him for His Church, and that 
the souls committed to their charge were 
precious in His sight. And thus as they 
strove and built up the body of Christ they 
would be blessed in their own souls and used 
as a means of blessing to the souls of others.

MEATH WOMAN SENTENCEU.. 

At Castlepollard (Có. Meath) District Court, 
Justice McCarthy, stating that he had never 
heard a worse case; sentenced Mary McGlynn, 
Coole, to three months’ imprisonment for 
neglecting her daughter's child 
McGlynn, aged 24 years. Ellen McGlynn, the 
daughter, was also charged in connection with 
the offence. 

The Justice added that apparently the un- 
fortunate child was not wanted by. anyone, 
and he could not understand a. woman who 
was a mother herself treat a child in this 
way. The case against Ellen McGlynn, the 
daughter, was dismissed. 

On hearing the sentence the defendant 
began to cry, and was promptly removed from 
court by the Guards. 

Sergeant T. Costelloswore that while on daty 
at Coole on March 15th last he found a female 
child in a box in a hen house, with the door 
closed, and about ten yards from the dwelling- 
house of Mary McGlynn. The child was 
deformed, and it was not able to walk, stand 
up or talk. 

Witness questioned defendant as to whom 
the child belonged, and she said it belonged 
to her daughter, Ellen McGlynn, who was 
then. in Kells, where. she was living with a 
married sister. She also told him that the 
child was illegitimately born, and that she 
was sorry for letting either her daughter or 
the child into the house. 

The defendant declined to cross-examine or 
give evidence on Oath. She stated, how- 
ever, that she brought the child out of the 
County Home nearly two and a half years 
ago. If she did wrong she did it uninten- 
tionally. She brought a doctor to the child 
about three months ago, and she could not do 
any more for it. |

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END OF MILK “ FAMINE.” 
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FERMANAGH’S DOUBLED YIELD. 
The milk ‘‘ famine ' in Fermanagh, which 
has been regarded as one of the chief dairy- 
ing counties in Ireland, is at an end. Reports 
furnished by the variqns creameries show 
that the supply of milk for the first three 
months of the present year is, roughly, 
double that of the corresponding period last 
ear. 
7 The principal cause of the increased supply 
(the yield began to rise in August last) is 
improved feeding of cattle, which was marked 
by the coming of the dry season last year 
after two very bad years. 

At the annual meeting of the shareholders 
of the Irvinestown (County Fermanagh)

Labour in the Free State. 


An important development. in the policy 
of the Free State Labour Party 
announced -by Mr. Thomas Johnson at a 
conference of trade union representatives 
in Dublin — yesterday. Hitherto Irish 
Labour has been a close corporation. 
Membership of the official party has been 
confined to trade unionists, and 
political and industrial wings of the 
organisation have been virtually identical. 
| According to Mr. Johnson, the time has 
come.now for a ‘‘forward move.’’ For 
political purposes the ranks of the Labour 
Party will be thrown open to all those 
who are willing to accept its general policy 
and its parliamentary programme. Mr. 
Johnson reaffirms his belief that Irish 
Labour must continue to derive its stimulus 
from the trade unions ; but he issues an open 
invitation ‘‘to workers of every grade and 
rank,” as well as to all ‘‘ sincere and 
earnest supporters ’’ of the Labour move- 
ment for whom the trade unions do not 
cater. Mr. R. J. P. Mortished, assistant 
secretary of the party, gives closer details 
of the new proposal. Branches of the 
Labour Party will be established through- 
out the Free State. Membership will be 
open to shopkeepers, farmers, professional 
men, and married: women; and these local 
branches will conduct a campaign of educa- 
tion and propaganda all the year round. 
Their activities, apparently, will be purely 
political. An attempt will be made to 
contest every constituency at parlia- 
mentary elections ; and Mr. Mortished tells 
us that arrangements are on foot for a 
more déliberate choice of candidates for 
Dail and Senate, as well as for more 
intimate. contact between constituencies 
and their representatives. 

The new Socialist Party in the Free 
State will follow the example of the 
British Labour movement, which long ago 
extended its. membership beyond the con- 
fines of the trade unions, The present 
Labour Party in the Imperial Parliament 
includes all sorts and conditions of ¢en. 
Treland, however, never has had anything. 
to compare with the Fabian Society, which 
gave the British Labour Party so many 
of its best brains. In the past the politics 
of ‘this country were divided so sharply 
into two directly “opposite schools of 
thought that there was no room for other 
parties, and the political side of the 
Labour movement—which industrially was 
even more advanced than the movement in 
Great Briain—scarcely received any 
attention. The result of this neglect has 
been that, apart from a few individuals, the 
Labour Party in the Oireachtas is pain- 
fully ineffective. It lacks that leaven of 
intellectual distinction that raised the 
British Labour Party out of the ruck of 
mere trade unionism, and enabled Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, two years ago, to form 
a Government which, in a]! the circum- 
stances,. acquitted itself remarkably well, 
If the Irish Labour Party succeeds in 
attracting young men of education and 
ability to its ranks, nothing but good can 
accrue to the nation at large. Men of 
brains.and sound intellectual training will 
be likely to take the coarse edge off the 
extremist policy which, unfortunately, too 
many. of our present Labour representa- 
tives are inclined: to pursue. They will 
bring a ‘much-needed sense of proportion 
to the counsels of organised Labour in the 
Free State.

Musical Festivals. 


It is ‘surely a happy omen for the 
recovery of the amenities of Irish life that 
the entries for the Feis Ceoil to be held 
in Dublin next month number no fewer 
than 975—a ‘‘reeord’’ figure. This year 
has seen’ an encouraging advance in all 
the Irish musical festivals. The recent 
Feis at Sligo was the most successful event 
of the sort that: the West has seen for 
many years, and tlie Derry Fets was as 
great a treat as ever. At Portadown a 
“musical competitive festival” on the 
English model is concluding to-day, and 
the mass singing: by performers, judges 
and audience of Blake's “Jerusalem” in 
Sir Hubert Parry's setting has exhilarated 
all who attended that feast- of melody. 
Both in Britain and Ireland the. festivals 
and feiseanna haye wrought. a notable 
change in the musical . taste of the 
public. This is to be observed in the 
virtual disappearance of the maudlin 
drawing-room ballad. Elizabethan songs 
have come back into currency, and 
poems by Dr. Bridges-and Mr. Housman, 
worthy of the Elizabethans, have been set 
to fifting airs. In Ireland. Moore’s 
“musical -snuff-box” has gone out of 
fashion, and truer settings cf old Irish 
melodies, made by such ccmposers as the 
late Sir Charles Stanford, have come into 
favour. It is curious: that there should 
be no musical festival in the Fre State 
save in Dublin and Sligo. Cork and 
Waterford ought to have well-organised 
events of the sort. A co-ordination between 
the local festivals, providing a supreme 
national function at which the local 
winners would compete, should be the aim 
of enthusiasts in North and South. 


NEW LONDON PLAY. 


“ LADY, BE GOOD,” AT THE 
| EMPIRE THEATRE. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

LONDON, Thursday. 
| Last night at the Empire Theatre was pro- 
duced, for the first time in London, a musical 
ecomedy—the book by Guy Bolton and Fred. 
Thompson, the music by George Gershwin, 
with dances and ensembles staged by Max 
Scheck, and the production by Felix 
Edwardes—entitled “ Lady, Be Good.’’ This 
musical comedy, in which the clever brother 
and sister Astaire make their reappearance 
in London, contains as much good dancing as 
you find in three or four average musical 
comedies, and there is plenty of' admirable 
and original comedy. 

The piece has little plot, but is full of go 
and bubbling over with vitality. The slight 
story serves as a stand on which to hang 
some good songs, many amusing situations, 
and some delightfully.graceful dancing by the 
Astaires. They are a delicious couple. It is 
difficult to try to analyse their attraction. 
Adele dances as lightly as a fairy and is a 
born comedienne. She is the very essence of 
fun, and has no superior-in her own par- 
ticular style of dancing. Fred, who has a 
quietly attractive personality, is a dancer first 
and ‘foremost. Apart they are clever and 
amusing. artists, but together they are ir- 
resistible. 

This couple would charm the most blasé 
audience with their gaiety and _ eccentric 
capers; their endless flow. of youthful high 
spirits is positively infectious. ‘‘ Lady, Be 
Good ” is a piece where the principals de- 
mand more of th» composer than of the 
author of the book, and Mr. Gershwin has 
risen to the Occasion by providing some in- 
teresting lilting tunes. His music is not 
in any way sensational, but two of the num- 
bers, at any rate, will be whistled and sung 
all over London. These are ‘Lady, Be 
Good,’’ which has the jolliest little song and 
dance, and ‘‘ Fascinating Rhythm,” which 
struck me as being particularly deft and 
effective. 

The play also brings ‘to London a new 
American comedian in William Kent, who has 
personality and a subtle kind of humour. 
Without being in any way exuberant, his 
methods “‘ get over,” and he scored an imme- 
diate success with the Empire audience. 
Other clever people in the cast are—Miss 
Sylvia Leslie, Miss Irene Russell, Mr. 
George Vollaire and Mr. Denier “Warren. 
The production could not have been bettered.

At 
the Queen’s College, Belfast; in Queen’s 
University, Dublin, and Leipzig University 
he had a very distinguished career, taking 
the degrees of Bachelor of Arts in 1867 and 
Master of Arts in 1868 with first honours and 
gold medal in Literature, History and 
Economic Science in Queen’s University; and 
the Early English Text Society’s prize in 
London. . 

Dr. Rentoul was incumbent of St. George’s 
Presbyterian Church, Southport, Lancashire, 
from 1872 to 1879, and for the next five years 
he was incumbent of St. George’s Church, 
St.. Kilda, Melbourne. In 1884 he was ap- 
pe to the Chair of Hebrew and Sacred 
sanguages at Ormond College, and he had 
held the Professorship of Biblical Greek and 
Christian Philosophy since 1888. 

Dr. Rentoul had been delegate from. Aus- 
tralia to General Assemblies and Councils in 
the Three Kingdoms and America, had been 
Chaplain-General to the Commonwealth Mili- 
tary. Ferces from 1913 to 1919, and from 1916 
to 1917 he was with the Australian Imperial 
Forces at the war front. 

Apart from Church work, Dr. Rentoul took 
a lively interest in social matters, was a 
great friend of the workers, had settled many 
strikes, and took an active part in the 
protection of the Australian aboriginies. He 
was author of various poems, of ‘‘ Rome and 
the Early. Church,” which passed through 
six editions; “ The Sign of the Sword,” “ At 
Vancouver's Well” and many special 
articles. 


THE REV. J. L. CORKEY. 

The Rev. John L. Corkey, B.D., minister 
of the United Presbyterian Congregation of 
Clonanees, County Tyrone, died suddenly at 
The Manse, Clonanees, on Wednesday last, 
in his 54th year. Mr. Corkey was installed 
as minister at Clonanees on the 9th of April, 
1925. A few months ago he had a severe 
attack of influenza, from the effects of which 
he never quite recovered. A son of the Rev. 
Joseph Corkey, LL.D., Glendermott, London- 
derry, Mr. Corkey was educated at Foyle 
College, and the Magee College, Derry, and 
was ordained to the pastorate of Dunloy 
Presbyterian Church in December, 1913. He 
ministered at Dunloy until April last, when 
he was called unanimously to Clonanees. Mr, 
Corkey wrs one of a family of eight brothers, 
all of whom entered the ministry of the 
Presbyterian Church, and his three sisters 
served in the mission field. i

AFTER THE SUSPENSIONS. 


LIVELY INTERRUPTIONS IN 
THE ‘COMMONS. 
From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 


Members of the House of Commons looked 
very jaded and dull this afternoon, after the 
all-night sitting, during. which thirteen mem- 
bers were suspended. Members were inclined 
to gloominess, and it was with no little sur- 
prise that they saw Mr. J. H. Thomas enter 
with jaunty footsteps; and walk up the floor, 
quietiy whistling to himself. “Hopeful allu- 
sions to the coal sitmation were prom tly 
exchanged. The Prime Minister and Mr. 
Churchill, seated side by side, were engaged 
in serious. conversation, and the Prime 
Minister frequently urged his points by 
gesticulation. Members watched with in- 
terest, but could lea apm | 

MORNING SCENES RECALLED. 

No sooner were the pene on the 
Economy Bill resumed than it was evident 
that the Clydesiders present were spoiling for 
a row, and that little was needed to let 
loose again the passions which had been 
aroused by the suspension of a+ number of 
their colleagues. 

At the very outset a dead set was made 
against Mr. Hope, the Chairman of Com- 
mittees.”

benches, 
STILL RESTIVE. 

A number óf. the Socialist ‘members 
endeavoured to obtain a reply from thá Chair- 
man, and their persistence gave rise to cries 
of ‘‘ Order, order,” and ' Name,” from 
Ministerialists. ‘‘ If you name anybody to- 
day, you will have quite a few to name, take 
it from me, ' shouted. Mr. Kirkwood, and, 
when the uproar continued, he added, “Go 
on; name me!” His invitation .wás 
accepted, and eventually Mr. Richardson was 
permitted to proceed with hia speech in sup- 
port of his amendment. It soon was pretty 
evident, however, that the House was still 
restive. The hon. member had been speaking 
a few moments only when Mr. Johnston rose 
to draw the Chairman’s attention to the loud 
and persistent provocative laughter indulged 
in by Conservative members, which prevented 
Mr. Richardson from being heard. Mr. Hope’s 
exly observation was that if he considered 
that his intervention was called for he would 
deal with the matter. 

Major Hore Belisha supported the amend- 
ment and was followed by Lady Astor, who 
admitted that she was against the proposals of 
the Government. She was aware of the 
necessity for’ economy, but she pleaded with 
the Government to reverse the whole of these 
economies affecting Service and ex-Service 
men when things got better. Captain 
Arthur Evans, the Conservative member for 
Cardiff, made an unpropitious start. He 
began his speech with the words—'' In spite 
of all this humbug and cant we have heard 
during the past three days He got no 
further, as the Chairman called him to order. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas renewed his protest 
against the raiding of the Service Insurance 
Fund, but said that he had the consolation 
of knowing that the Government would pay 
dearly in the end for what they were propos- 
ing to do. Mr. Harney’s comment was that 
the Chancellor of. the Exchequer found it 
easier to rob the poor-box than the jewel- 
case, which was more carefully guarded. Sir 
Kingsley Wood, whilst. denying that the con- 
tributors to the fund could © conscientiously 
ellege that they’ were being unjustly treated, 
pointed to the fact that Mr. Lloyd George, 
when he introduced the Health Insurance 
Act, might well have inserted a clause to 
provide that any surplus should go to the 
contributors, but he bád not thought fit to 
do so. 

MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S APPEAL. 

Mr., Lloyd George renewed ‘his appeal to 
the Government ‘to reconsider their attitude 
and apply this money ‘in’ some way for the 
benefit of the wrecks of the war. ' 

After some further discussion, the closure 
was moved and carried by 241 votes to 152, 
and on a further division the amendment was 
defeated by 227 votes to 141. Sir L. 
Worthington Evans then. movéd the closure 
on the remainder of the clause, a proceeding 
which evoked loud cries’ of ‘* Gag ” from the 
Opposition. The closure was carried by 239 
to 132, and the clause was agreed to by 229 
votes to 125. 

MR. HOPE IMMOVABLE. 

When the division’ figures had been an- 
nounced Mr. J. H. Thomas rose, amid tre- 
mendous Labour cheers, and, addressing Mr. 
Hope, said—‘*‘I desire to. inform you that I 
propose taking the necessary steps, in the 


Parliamentary way, to ask: the House to 


express its opinion of your partial and biassed 
couduct in the chair.” The Labour members 
app'auded Mr. Thomas to the echo, and when 
the tumult had died down Mr. Hope calmly 
called upon Mr. Rhys Davies to resume the 
debate on the bill. 

During the discussion of Clause 7, dealing 
with the short title and application of the 
first part of the bill, Mr. Hope, the Chair- 
man, who had temporarily handed over his 
duties to his deputy, Captain Fitzroy, re- 
turned. As he was taking the chair Mr. 
Neil MacLean asked him whether it was cus- 
tomary for a Chairman to whose “ partial 
conduct ”” esounies had been taken, to re- 
sume hig post before the House had bad an 
opportunity of discussing the matter. Mr, 
Hicpe replied that it was his duty to take 
the chair until the House censured him. 

Mr. MacLean—Surely it would be more 
dignified not to do so, as your conduct has 
been chaileuged. Mr.» Hope--I am grateful 
to the hon. men.ber for suggesting to me a 
more normal life to-night than last night, but 
I see nothing here set forth that absolves me 
from my duty. ' 

the House then proceeded to the discussion 
of Clause 8, which reduces the contribution 
of the State to unemployment insurance, and 
there seemed every prospect of another all 
night sitting.

INFORMATION FOR 
NEW LEGISLATION, 
SET 


-UNDAY, in addition to being the first 
day of Summer Time, will be census 
day in Ireland. A numbering of the people 
vill be made both in the Free State and 
Northern Ireland for the first .time since 
1911. The census in 1921 was onfy taken 
in England, Wales and Scotland, as the 


state of Ireland was too disturbed for the 


distribution and collection of the necessary 
papers. , 

“Phe thing I want to stress,” said Mr. 
MeGilligan, mm an interview yesterday, 
“is that the census seems to be the first 
thing for a long time in this country about 
the necessity for which everyone is agreed, 
snd it is a good omen for the accuracy of 
the returns that people are looking upon. 
ii. not so much as a duty as an opportanity 
(the first that has been given to them) to 
provide this information, which is going 
to be consulted for legislative and adminis- 
trative purposes for many years to come— 
information which must, therefore, have 
important influence on the management of 
national affairs.” i 

‘The people seem to have realised that 
they are in: actual fact assisting towards 
wise decisions on many social and economic 
mioblems by filling up the forms on 
Sunday.”” 

The enumerators are, of course, enjoined 
io strict secrecy as regards the informa- 
tion contained in the forms when com- 
pleted, and persons who fail to fill the 
forms are guilty of an offence under Section 
7 of the Statistics Act, 1926, and on. con- 
viction are liable to a fine or imprison- 
ment, or both, 


WHAT THE RETURNS 
WILL SHOW. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH MR. 
McGILLIGAN. 


In the course of an interview with Press 
representatives in his office, Merrion street, 
Jublin, yesterday, Mr. P. McGilligan, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, gave 
some interesting information as regards the 
census forms which are distributed through- 
out the Free State. 

“1 think,” said Mr. McGilligan, “ that a 


certain amount of information as to how the - 


census forms are made up, and to show how 
the detailed questions were arrived at, might 
be of some interest-. First of all, the forms 
used in other countries were analysed and 
ttudied, and suggestions were invited from 
our own university economists and the Irish 
Statistical Society, and, in addition, there 


were frequent consultations with other de- 


partments of the Government, and the views 
of leading statisticians in London and else- 
where were taken—one of them being Sir 
Timothy Coughlan, an Irishman, who had 
done’ great work in this matter in New South 
Wales. : 


‘." THE WORK OF THE GUARDS. 

‘With regard to the question of the col- 
lection of information and the serving of the 
forms, great care has been taken to see that 
no district will be omitted, and that, on 
the other hand, there will be no overlapping. 
The barracks of the Garda Siochana were 
served with the usual six-inch maps, where 
every field and road in each district is 
clearly marked, and minute instructions were 
given to the Guards, who are, of course, ex- 
perienced, to a certain extent, in the coliec- 
tion of statistics, as they have collected the 
agricultural statistics from every farmer in 
the country.” 

‘In the matter of publicity,’ the Minister 
proceeded, ‘‘a great deal has been done— 
as much as possible in the time—to bring 
avout a favourable atmosphere, and to get 
instructions conveyed to the people. — This 
w s done in avariety of ways: by letters to 
the clergy; tox town employers, farmers, 
labour organisations, and employers’ organisa- 
tions.

TO-MORROW NIGHT,

It is next week that we are to begin to 
get up earlier in 
Western European countries next Sunday 
will be the first day of this year’s Summer 
Time. In the Free State the date has been 
appointed by Ministerial Order, under 
authority conferred by the Summer Time 
Act. 7 
The procedure ‘to be observed by the 
public is now well understood; for the 
practice of altering the clocks for the mid- 
part of the year has been observed since 
one of the war years. 


ALTERING THE CLOCK. 

For the ordinary householder the 
‘simplest thing to do is to put on the hands 
of the clock by an hour before retiring to 
bed to-morrow night. For railways and 
other services that include night opera- 
tions, and for all official purposes, ‘the 
specified time of change is 1 a.m. on 
Sunday morning. At that time the clocks 
will be altered to tell 2 o’clock, and from 
that hour time will be taken accordingly— 
an hour in advance of Greenwich mean 
time. When the mail boat from Holy- 
head, timed. to reach Kingstown at 5.50 
a.m., reaches the pier next: Sunday morn- 
ing, the altered clocks will read 6.50.

ment Buildings. 

If one were to judge by the countenances 
of the members of the deputation as they 
filed out into Merrion street, one would 
say that they were the bearers of tidings 
the most dismal imaginable. The fact is 
that the President had provided them with 
no cause for elation. Equally, it is true 
that he had not made use of statements 
calculated to plunge them into any deeper 
gloom or anxiety of mind than they have 
felt for the last three weeks.

SYMPATHETIC HEARING. 
' There ‘is no doubt that their interview with 
the President’ produced in all their minds 
the one impression—namely, that the prospect 
of a reduction in the duties grows slighter 
every day. Jt is stated that the President 
listened ‘‘ sympathetically’ to the case put 
forward by the deputation; but, at the same 
time, was strictly non-committal in his own 
inquiries and remarks. There is no question 
that he has seldom listened to a deputation 
more representative or influential than this 
was.

THE CASE FOR REDUCTIONS. 

The spokesmen of the deputation were 
Captain Jameson, for. the distillers; Mr. 
Miller, for the wholesalers; Mr. Fagan, for 
the retailers; Mr. Short, for the brewers; 


|} and Mr. Bergin, for the barley growers. After 


these had stated a case for a reduction in the 
duties a general discussion ensued, in the course 
of which the President appeared to argue, the 
decline in the revenuc from the Excise duties 
was not yet great enough to justify any 
reduction in the duties. The ba to the 
Excheguer that, would result from a reduction 
would, on the other hand, he pointed out, 
have to be met, presumably by increased, or 
fresh, taxation. 

Mr. Folev, oí Cork, remarked that the 
Minister of Industry and Commerce had been 
exhorting business men to have “ vision, ” but 
what inducement was there to invest money 
in native enterprises in view of the Govern- 
ment’s attitude to existing industries? 

Mr. Bergin (barley growers) declared that 
every distiilery closed was a market closed to 
barley growers. ‘They had been advised by 
the Minister of Agriculture to feed their 
barley to live stock. That advice he would 
answer by saving that it was not a paying 
es grog to ieed a high class product, like 
barley, to live stock. In view of the Govern- 
ment’s attitude to the brewing and distilling 
industries there seemed to be nothing left to 
growers of malting barley, except to turn to 
sheep farming, which required comparatively 
little labour, since the number of men that 
would have to be employed would be con- 
siderably 'ess than the number that would 
always. have to be employed on the land. 

Other members of the deputation asserted 
that the Government was not entitled to anti- 
cipate that a reduction in the duties would 
necessarily mean a loss to the Exchequer. 
They contended that there would be increased 
consumption, even while the State’s drink 
bill would remain the same, and they further 
pointed out that to cheapen whiskey was to 
discourage ‘llicit distillation. 


DISAPPOINTED HOPES, 

The President, with whom were Mr. 
McGilligat), Minister of Industry and Com- 
merce, and Mr. O’Hegarty, Secretary to the 
Executive Council, listened to the deputation 
for about two and a. half hours, and then 
sent them away without giving any of the 
signs that they seemed to have expected. 

‘* There was not a single remark made by 
him which could be taken as indicating the 
intention of the Government in the matter,” 
said one of the depntationists to me after- 
wards. “It may be that some assistance will 
be given to the distilling industry, but, to 
tell the truth, I have now very little hope 
that there will be any reduction in the beer 
daty. 1 do say that if something is not done 
for the distillers the outlook for them is black 
indeed, and I, for ofe, Gannot see how the 
industry is to be saved from extinction—an 
event which the Government certainly should 
not be able to contemplate with equanimity. 
The position of the small brewers is almost 
equally bad, and I know for a fact that 
unless the Government comes to their assist- 
anc? very soon two of them will inevitably 
be compelled to put up the shutters, and it 
would be merely a question of time for the 
remainder.”’ 


SMALLER WHISKEY DUTY LIKELY. 

There seems to be Ifttle doubt that provi- 
sion will be made for a reduction in the 
whiskey duty, and, indeed, I am told that 
the members of the Government have been 
much more impressed by the arguments of 
both distillers and brewers than they have 
ullowed themselves to appear. 

In the event of a continuance of the exist- 
ing rate of duty on beer, there is reason to 
believe that the licensed trade intends to 
undertake an exceptionally active electioneey- 
ing campaign against the Government. It 
controls very substantial funds, and the 
extent of its political organisation was illus- 
trated in a striking manner at the last Senate 
election when the two candidates which it 
put forward were returned almost at the head 
of the poll. 


THROUGH SKYLIGHT.

PHIBSBOROUGH POST OFFICE 
ROBBED AGAIN. 


Phibsborough Post Office, Dublin, was 
entered by thieves between 7 o'clock on 
Wednesday evening and 4.15 yesterday morn- 
ing, and postal orders, stamps and cash to 
the value of £266 19s. 11d. were stolen. 

It appears that the thieves unlocked a gate 
leading from Phibsborough avenue into a 
yard at 338 North Circular road, and climbed 
on to the roof of a wooden shed and wall at 
the back of thgpost office, and then on to the 
postmen’s sion ehed. They forced the 
skylight with some sharp instrument and 
dropped on to a delivery cart. They then 
forced their way into the postmen’s rooms 
and broke open the door leading to the post 
office. They removed an iron safe from. its 
position, succeeded in opening it, and ex- 
tracted from it the amount mentioned. 

This is the second time within recent years 


that the Phibsborough Post Office has been 
subbed. So far no arrests have been made,

When the suggested withdrawal of de- 
portation orders in the North was under 
discussion in the Northern House of 
Commons yesterday Sir James Craig, 
replying to a question by Mr. Devlin, 
denied that there was any reference to 
these orders in the conversations between 
a representative of the Southern Govern- 
ment and himself at Stormont Castle on 
Wednesday. 

During the debate on the estimate to 
meet the expenses of the Parliament, Mr. 


Devlin and other Nationalist members 
complained of the exclusion of the 
minority from representation in the 


Senate and from positions in the Ad- 
ministration, and contrasted the treatment 
of the minority in the South with that of 
the minority in the North. 

Sir James Craig pointed out that after 


the election of 1921 twelve representatives 


of tho minority whc were elected to the 
House of Commons repudiated the Parlia- 
ment, when they might have attended and 
elected. their quota on the Senate, He 
deprecated the raising of sectarian matters 
in the House, and stated that he was pre- 
pared to defend the actions of the Govern- 
ment on any platform. 


DEPORTATION ORDERS. 


FIFTEEN STILL IN FORCE. 

In reply to Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist), 
Sir Dawson Bates, Minister for Home Affairs, 
said that fifteen deportation orders under the 
Civil Authorities. Act (Northern Ireland), 
1923, prohibiting entry to or residence in 
certain specified areas in Northern Ireland 
had been served, and were still in force, Of 
the persons affected, six were not ordinarily 
resident in any part of Northern Ireland. 
These orders were kept constantly under 
review and are withdrawn when their con- 
tinuance is no longer considered necessary. 

Mr: Devlin asked was the withdrawal of 
the orders part of the negotiations at Stor- 
mont Castle between the Government ol 
Northern Ireland and Southern Ireland? 

Sir Dawson Bates—I do not know what my 
friend refers to. 

Mr. Devlin—The right hon. gentleman must 
be aware that there were negotiations yester- 
day at Stormont Castle between the Prime 
Minister and the representatives of the 
Southern Government. 1 want to know is 
the withdrawal of the deportation orders 
part of the negotiations that were carried on 

Sir Dawson Bates—I am not aware of any 
negotiations, 

Sir James Craig—Perhaps I can clear the 
matter up. There was no question of these 
deportees yesterday ,at all. It was never 
mentioned. 

Mr. Devlin—That is 
know. 

NORTHERN JAIL POPULATION. 

In reply to Mr. Crawford (Unionist), the 
Minister for Home Affairs said that the 
average number of prisoners in Armagh, 
Belfast and Derry Jails for the past three 
years was:—Armagh, 75; Belfast, 268; and 
Derry, 66. The average number of prisoners 
of each denomination was as follows :—Church 
of Ireland, 97: Roman Catholics, 209; and 
Presbyterians, 90. 

Mr. McAlister (Nationalist) asked what use- 
ful or laudable purpose was served by the 

uestion. 
’ A. vote on account was submitted on the 
estimate for £27,441 to meet the expenses ol 
the Northern Parliament. 


NATIONALIST PROTEST. 

Mr. Beattie moved a reduction of £1,000 
in the estimate. He criticised the payment 
of £1,500 to the Chairman of Ways and 
Means, also the increase from £400 to £940 
to the members of the Senate for travelling 
allowance. He wanted to know how much 
was paid in rail fares, as this seemed a 
large sum in view of the few meetings of the 
Senate. He also considered that the salaries 
of the Sergeant-at-Arms and that of Black 
Rod, £789 and £621 respectively, were. too 
high. 

Mr. J. Devlin supported the amendment. 
He protested against any sum of money being 
voted by Parliament for the Senate. “He re- 
presented 35 per cent. of the population of 
Northern Ireland, and this portion had not a 
single representative in the Senate. Recently 
through some misunderstanding, which was 
nut due to the fault of the Nationalists, a 
Catholic member failed to- secure election to 
the Senate. A short time afterwards there 
was a vacancy, but they refused to co-opt a 
Catholic, so brazen had been the bigotry of 
the Government in this matter. 

Sir James Craig—Perhaps the hon. membet 
is not aware that the Senate do not co-opt. 
If there is a vacancy this House elects another 
member. 

Mr. Devlin retorted that this did not im- 
rove the Prime Minister s case, because that 
louse was controlled by Sir James Craig. 
If he had said to his colleagues that they 
should give representation they would have 
done it. 

Sir James Craig—I merely only wanted to 
point. out that if there is any blame in the 
matter it is not the Senate’s fault. 
put the blame on my broad shoulders ] am 
quite prepared to carry it. 


THE SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT, 


Mr. Devlin said that the Prime Minister 
ought to have said to his followers, if he 
had the slightest spark of decency, ‘* Th's 
looks very bad from our point of view—not 
a single Catholic in the Senate to represent 
a community of 35 per cent. of the popula- 
tion; let us vote for some man to represent 
them,’’ and the candidate put forward was 
a Belfast merchant, against whom there 
could b» no objection.. 

This is only part and parcel of the whole 
system of Government, that no position 
shall be given in the Administration to a 
Catholic, although they are expected to obey, 
and do obey, the laws. There was not a 
single High Court Judge in Ulster of the 
faith of 35 per cent. of the community, not 
a single Catholic on the Senate or the Privy 
Council. 

He pointed out that different treatment 
was accorded to the minority in the Free 
State, where about half the seats in the 
Senate were given to Protestants. He re- 
joiced to think that this was done; for that 
generous act won over and secured the sup- 
port of the overwhelming mass of the Pro- 
testant population in the South of Ireland, 


SIR JAMES CRAIG’S REPLY. 


Sir James Craig said that he would like 
to remind the House of the real facts of the 
case. There was a general election in 1921, 
and there were twelve Roman Catholics -re 
returned to that Parliament. ‘Those twelve 
representatives had the power in their own 
hands, without any appeal to the members of 
this House to retarn three, and possibly four, 
members to the Senate. Those twelve 
members repudiated that Parliament, and 
thev stayed out of it and insulted it, and said 
that the Parliament was not here to stay. 
Those were the gentlemen who fought for 
Home Rule. Mr. Devlin asked that the 
Government should do for them what they 
would not do for themselves. Such a travesty 
of argument he never heard, even from the 
member for West Belfast. 

Mr. Devlin—In the South they gave nearly 
half the seats. 


THE TWO MINORITIES. 


Sir James Craig said that that could he 
explained. The loyalists in the South threw 
themselves into everything to help the 
Government of the day to govern the country. 
In the North of Ireland the minority re- 
pudiated that Parliament and insulted it, and 
now they had changed their tactics and were 
gradually coming in, and he was glad that 
they were doing their duty to their electors. 
They came there and blamed his party for the 
faults that they themselves made. 

Mr. McAlister (N.) said that since the 
representatives of the minority came into the 
House they had not had one generous gesture 
to promote the confidence of the minority. 

Mr. Crawford said that he thought the

A= alternating periods of gloom 
and flickering hope, the situation in 
regard to the coal crisis became more 
steadily hopeful last night when, following 
the conference which the miners’ . leaders 
had in the morning with the Prime 
Minister, and the subsequent review of the 
situation by their own executive and the 
Trade Union Congress Industrial Com- 
mittee, it was announced that negotiations 
between the coal-owners and the miners 
would probably -e resumed early next 
week. 

At yesterday morning’s meeting the Prime 
Minister, who was accompanied by the 
Minister of Labour and the Secretary for 
Mines, undertook to get into touch with 
the Mining Association as soon ag. possible, 
and asked the Miners’ - Federation -to™ be 
available early next week for furthér: dis- 
cussion. & 

The miners' representatives presented 
their report at the subsequent meeting of 
the Trade Union Congress Industrial Com- 
mittee and their. own executive, and the 
official report of this meeting issued later 
stated :— | 

‘Tt is hoped that as a result an under- 
standing will be reached which will make 
an early resumption of- negotiations 
possible. It is anticipated that nothing 
definite can be known on this point until 
early next week, and the meeting decided 
to adjourn until Wednesday morning 
next, subject to the conditions that, in 
the event of anything transpiring which 
makes it necessary, the members will 
hold themselves available for ar: earlier 
meeting.” : 


Later in the day Mr. Herbert Smith 
and Mr. Cook left for Brussels to attend 
the International Miners’ FedJration, and 
other members of the executive left for 
their own districts. 


TRUST IN THE PREMIER. 

Although the situation is a very delicate 
one, the atmosphere in political circles last 
evening (says the Press Association) was 
one of increased optimism. It is under- 
stood that the Government regard the 
Prime Minister’s meeting with the miners’ 
representatives as a considerable step 
towards peace. This view is taken mainly 
as a result of the fact that the Prime 
Minister secured from the miners’ lead>rs 
a clear statement of points on which they 
were at variance with the owners, and that 
he is now in a position to judge the extent 
of the differences. i 

The need for caution has been impressed 
by the Government's representatives on 
the leaders of both sides, to whom it, has 
been pointed out that immoderate counsels 
might well end in disaster. Considerabie 
hope is drawn from the trust placed by 
both sides in the Prime Minister, who 
intends to keep in closest touch with the 
negotiations, which are to proceed within 


“the next fortnight.

MR. FRANK IREDALE 
DEAD. 


A WELL-KNOWN AUSTRALIAN 


CRICKETER. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SYDNEY, Thursday. 
The death is announced of Mr. F. A. 


Iredale, the well-known cricketer, in bis 
59th vear. 

He was born in New South Wales on June 
19th, 1867. A skilful though rather ancer- 
tain batsman, he combined good defence with 
free hitting, his cutting being especially 
graceful, and as a fieldsman he was in the 
front rank. - Playing first for New South 
Wales in the season of 1888-89, he did so 
well in the following years that he was one of 
the first, men chosen to come over here in 
1896. ' j i 

He played for Australia in nine Test 
n:dtches against England. His first appear- 
anee was against A. E. Stoddart’s side at 
Svdnev in December, 1894, when he scored 
81 and 5. In the third match of the series, 
which Australia won vy 382, Iredale. made 
140. His average for the five Test matches 
was 30.44. 

Two vears later he visited England under 
G. H. Ó. Trott, and, taking part in two of 
the three Tests, headed the averages with 
38.00 for four innings. His best performance 
was 108 at Old Trafford. In five innings 
against Stoddart’s 1897 touring side Iredale 
averaged 43.20, and; coming to England for 
the second time with J. Darling’s team, he 
played in three Tests only, his average being 
25.50 for five innings. . 

Retiring from first-class cricket after the 
1901-2 season, Iredale subsequently acted as 
secretary of the New South Wales Cricket 
Association, and for some years has under: 
taken journalistic work. 


NORTHERN IRELAND 
AND INSURANCE, 


POINT RAISED ON ECONOMY 
BILL. 


During the discussion of Clause 7 of the 
Economy Bill in Committee, in the House of 
Commons last night, Mr.. Rhys Davies: said 
that Section 2 of the clause provided that 
the bill should not apply to Northern Ire- 
land, though cleas societies had “a very 
large membership there.

Mr. J. H. Thomas said that all that 
sounded very innocent, and it would appear 
that this was another of the philanthropic 
efforts of the Government to help .insured 
persons. But it was significant to observe 
that the Government, a few weeks ago, when 
they were dealing with unemployed insurance | 
in Ireland, adopted an entirely, different 
method to their present one. The Góvern- 
ment then came to the House and said that 
there was a deficit, and, unlike the English, 
Welsh, or Scotch unemployed persons, who 
had to make up their own deficits, the Irish 
got a grant from the British Treasury. 

Sir Kingsley Wood—The hon. member asks 
me if there is any possibility of Northern 
Ireland's taking similar action to us. There is 
a possibility, but I am not in a position to 
say what their final conclusions may be. In 
the event of their adopting the same prin- 
ciple as our hill, then they will do the same 
us we have done. If they come to some other 
conclusions, they will do differently. 

Mr. Thomas, resuming, said that there was 
then a possibility of Northern Ireland’s doing 
the same as the British Government.

THEFALLING FRANC. 


SITUATION DOMINATED 
. | BY.POLITICS,

‘Telegraphing from Paris last’ night, The 
Times Correspondent § states:—The franc 
showed further signs of weakness to-day. The 
rate for the pound reached 145.80, which is 
the lowest level it has ‘touched since the 
crisis over the Revenue Bill at the end of last 
month. ‘he reasons for this continued decline 
must be mainly psychological. The position 
of the Treasury is quite satisfactory for the 
moment, as is proved by to-day’s statement 
from the Banque de France. This shows that 
over 400 million francs worth of motes have 
been withdrawn from currency during the 
post week, and that the Treasury has repaid 

million to the Bank. From this point of 
view the situation at the moment chuil hentie 
be better. It confirms the claim of the 
Government, that the bua of the Revenue 
Bill produced an excellent impression in the 
country and brought about a considerable 
imcrease in the subscriptions for national 
defence and. Treasury bonds. 
_ Unfortunately, this favourable impression 
is counteracted by a general feeling of un- 
easiness, dué to the fear that politics still 
dominate) the financial situation. It is this 
feeling that the franc has to contend 
against. M, Herriot’s recent speech at 
Chatellerault, in which he attacked the 
political @paisement, and exalted the associa- 

‘ion between the' Radicals and the Socialists, 
has created the impression that he means to 
bring about the fall of the present Govern- 
ment before very long, and come in himself 
at the head of a Socialist-Radical combina- 
tion. The mere idea of a Herriot Govern- 
ment is enough to produce a scare in business 
circles; for it carried with it the ideas of a 
Socialist | policy and capital levy. These 
fears may be greatly exaggerated, but they 
are widespread. 

Another and more subtle indication of the 
influence of party politics on finance is the 
way the parties of the Left are treating the 
idea of @ national subscription. They are 
more than cool about it. The revenue 
receipts for the month of March are not very 
satisfactory. .The totdl revenue was 
2,125,903/700 francs. Of this rather over 
60,000,000 francs are derived from extra- 
ordinary | taxation.

APPEAL TO DEMOCRACY, 


OPENING THE RANKS OF THE 


LABOUR PARTY. 

Mr. ‘Michael Somerville, Chairman, .Dubli 
Workers’ Council, presided. 

Mr. T. Johnson, T.D., in his address, said 
that the opportunity had come for the Labour 
Party to make a forward move. - 

Political parties composed of elements un- 
naturally allied had since the ‘advent of the 
Free State been in the ascendant. . To-day 
they saw evidences of disintegration. 

The normal decay of a Parliamentary 
majority which had been held together by an 


artificial bond was being accelerated by de- I 


fection being announced of some of its panic- 
stricken friends, and it was impossible to 
prophesy how long the Government could 
continue in office. He was of opinion that 
the best interests of the country and the 
working people would be served by driving 
from office the present Government. 


OUTSIDERS WELCOMED. 

They had always held the belief that the 
Labour Party must receive its impetus from 
and. rely upon the strength of the organised 
wage-earners. They realised, however, that 
if the Labour Party +as to assume its right- 
ful place in the direction of the affairs of the 
State, it must give a welcome to those 
earnest and sincere supporters for whom trade 
unions do not directly cater, and yet who 
contribute materially by their personal labour 
to the up-building of the nation. 

“We, therefore,” he said, “‘are giving an 
open invitation to workers of every grade and 
rank to join us and give of their best in 
pursuance of our ideals Workers by hand; 
or brain, workers in agriculture or industry, ' 
rural or urban; workers who are farmers 
and workers who are labourers, any man or 
woman who looks on life and its problems 
with the eyes of those who depend upon 
their labour for their livelihood—these are 
all eligible for membership of the Labour 
Party if they accept our constitution. ; 

“In entering upon politics the Labour 
Farty seeks to mould legislation and direct 
administrative practice in the interests of the 
netional—not any sectional—well-being, and 
while, in our conception of the nation, we 
think only of the creative useful elements 
within the nation, as: distinguished from the 
parasites living upon;the nation, and giving 
in return no useful service, we are no narrow 
partisans, thinking only of the immediate 
material benefit which might accrue to any 
particular group. 


RECONSTRUCTION—NOT HATRED. 

“The Labour Party's function in life, said 
Mr. Johnson, was not to inculcate a spirit 
of -hatred. If their minds were dominated 
by thoughts of hatred, of war, conflict, 
strife and destruction, they should fail. Their 
deminant thoughts must be rather of growth, 
cultivation, development and reconstruction. 

“In making our appeal to democracy, I 
d5 not think we can do much better than to 
hold aloft the declarations. made by the 
first Dail in January, 1919, and known as 
the democratic programme. This might well 
be our present guide for political, legislative 


and administrative activity, for in that ms 
ciaration we can find implicit the, fu} pro- 
gramme of the Labour Party. The 


democratic programme affirms the right of 
the people of Ireland to the ownership of 
Ireland; the sovereignty of the nation. over 
ail its citizens and over all the wealth and 
wealth-producing processes within the Nation ; 
the subordination of private wealth to public 
welfare.”’ 
STANDARD OF LIVING. 

In the practical application of this pro- 
gramme it would be their duty to oppose 
all attempts to lower the standard of life. 
In their conception of the nation, the town 
aid the country workers must co-operate to 
the end of providing for the needs of all the 
people. 

They said to the ‘armer-prdducer—“ We in 
the towns can provide you with a new market 
for your produce at fair prices, a new market 
at your doors. A community which you 
have hitherto overlooked is ; ixious to buy 
vour milk, butte, eggs, bacon and beef, if 
you will help them in their endeavoug to ob- 
tain productive employment at fair wages."* 

FALSE ECONOMY CAMPAIGN. 

At the moment there was passing over the 
country, added Mr. Johnson, a wave of de- 
nression accentuated, if not generated. by an 


indiscriminate demand for reduced national 


expenditure. It was « cardinal point of their 
outlook upon politics that public expenditure 
should be vigilantly scrutinised, and that 
extravagance and wastefulness should be 
checked. But’ it was fallacious to criticise 
public expenditure and call it extravagant be- 
cause it was heavy, without examining the 
purpose, served by that expenditure and the 
services rendered therefor. 

From the public welfare point of view, it 
did not a: al! follow that it would make for 


national prosperity for the income tax-+- 
payer to have an additional £100 at his 
disposal to expend in luxury. If the £100 


imposed as tax was well gpent by the State 
for “useful social service the community is 
advantaged. While they should be prepared 
severely to criticise and denounce wasteful and 
extravagant expenditure they must be watchful 
lest they were caught up by the present 
attempt to stampede the public, these ser- 
vices which are most beneficial to the workers 
and to the poor, because they were most 
costly and offered the greatest margin for re; 
trenchment would surely be the first to be 
attacked. 
AN ACID TEST. 

An acid test of sincerity in this matter of 
economy was at present before the Dail.. In 
this year of shortage of available funds, the 
Government voluntarily—profligately, as he 
thought—was proposing to pay over £400,00' 
to the British Treasury as a contribution 
under the London Agreement of December 
last. There was: no obligation to pay this in 
the current year. Payment might well and 
reasonably have been deferred until the large 
sums under the head “ Compensation Claims “' 
had been wiped oat of the annual Budget.

IRISH MUSIC. 


LECTURE-RECITAL BY Dh. 
ANNIE PATTERSON. 


mm 


“a. In a lecture delivered in Dublin last night, 


entitled, “Instrumental Possibilities of Irish 
Music,” Dr. Annie W. Patterson urged that 
wider attention should be given to the in 
strumental elements in the Irish tradition ol 
‘ music. | 

She told her audience at the Molesworth 
Hall that the last occasion on which she had 
delivered a public address in Dublin was at 
a meeting held in that hall to further the 
Feis Ceoit movement many years ago. Sie 
came forward now to plead for a further de- 
velopment of one of the primary objects ol 
the Feis Ceoil movement—the foundation ot 
a National School of Music on the best and 
most approved lines. It was not appreciated 
generally that the old Irish bardic tradition 
was mainly instrumental. They were accus- 
tomed to hear a great deal about Irish song. 
Moore’s “ Melodies ” had made a great sen- 
sation at the beginning of last century, and, 
more lately, other settings of traditional 
songs had been much before the public; but 
ittla had been heard of the instrumental 
ide of Irish music. 

In a review of the history of Irish music 
10m legendary times, Dr. Patterson drew 
irequent attention to indications of the im- 
portance attached to instrumental music. 
She dwelt on the fame of the Irish harp, 
and its place in history as a prototype of the 
modern pianoforte. She proceeded to play 
on the pianoforte . some specimens of early 
and medieval harp ministrelsy, including a 

entitled ‘‘The Battle oí Argan- 
which is credited to the 
Ossianic period (perhaps about the second 
century), and may be one of the oldest re- 
‘corded pieces of music. She also called atten- 
tion to characteristic features of that music, 
and went on to unfold (and to illustrate by 
compositions of her own) her ideas of the 
manner in which the tone-poem, the ‘‘ Noc- 
turne ” (a form itself due to an IJrish com- 
poser, John Field), and other classical forms 
could be adapted to Irish idiom. 

Other musical illustrations were given by 
the Misses Alton and Mrs. Lindsay, Mr. I. 
C. Swanton, and by Mr. P. Delaney.

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CLOSED WOOLLEN 
FLOUR MILLS. 
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CALL FOR MORE TARIFFS. 

Archdeacon Fallén, who. presided at the 
Jast meeting of the County Mayo Agricultural 
Committee, in the Courthouse, Castlebar, re- 
ferred to the closing of Irish woollen mills 
and the unemployment of skilled workers, 
and proposed the following resolution, which 
vas seconded by Mr. 1. J. Loftus, and 
passed unanimously :— 

‘Considering the crushing burden that 
unemployment is placing upon the shoulders 
of our people and-the demoralising effects 
upon the unemployed .themselves, we view 
with dismay the closing down of. our woollen 
mills and the emigration of some of their 
skilled hands to a foreign country, while 
others have to join the list of the anem- 
ployed; and we call upon our Government 
to put a prohibitive tariff on all 
woollen readymades and cloths in the 
piece,, as this as the only way to 
arrest the decay of this industry. We 
do not anticipate any hardship from this 
tariff, as our present mills are capable of 
supplving the wants of our people. Neither 
do we apprehend any danger of inflated 
prices owing to the tariff. 

‘We view also with alarm the closing 
down of our flour mills, which had given 
so much employment in the past. If some- 
thi not done they will soon be scrap 
iron. We call, therefore, upon the Govern. 
ment to put a stiff tariff upon milled or 
ground flour. If all our present mills are 
working at full time we can grind as much 
—_ as will supply the demands of our 
pegyre.

i PEKING, Thursday. 

A courier arriving here to-night reports 
that the. Manchurian troops, under Chang 
Hsueh-Liang, broke the Kuominchun line 
thirty miles North of Pekmg late last night, 
and are now pursuing the retreating army in 
a race for the Nankow Pass, via the Ming ' 
tombs. All the forces in Peking and neigh- 
bourhood are hurriedly evacuating, streams 
of weary. troops and numerous camels, artil-, 
lery, guns, etc., passing northward a in 

lehmen, on their way North-West. The 
Peace ‘Committee, headed by Wang Shih- 
Chen, is holding itself résponsible for the 
protection of Peking, with the 9ssaistaace of 
the reinforced police forces. : 

General Wang at midnight expressed the 
fear that the Manchurian troops will enter: 
the City of Peking on Friday, without heed- 
ing the appeal to leave the city neutral, pend- 
ing the peace conferences. 

Later. 

Peking is sitting awake, in fear of imme- 
diate occupation by the Manchurian forces, 
following the breaking of the Kuominchun 
line early this morning. With the gates of 
the citv tightly barred, and guns mounted on’ 
the walls of the capital, the few remaining 
troops within. the city are prepared to 
evacuate it at a moment’s notice.

AN ESTATE WORTH £200,000. 

Yesterday in the, Chancery . Division, 
London, Mr. Justice “Romer, on the ,applica- 
tion of Mr. Manning, K.C., ordered that the 
summons taken out by Baron Cloncurry, of 
Lyon, Co, Kildare, for the decision of certain 
questions arising under the will of Mr.

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CALVES FOR CHILDREN. 
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DISTRIBUTION TO YOUNG 
HAMPSHIRE FARMERS. 

Sixty bovs and girls, members of the 
Kingsclere Calf Club, each réceived a fort- 
night-old shorthorn calf at the annual dis- 
tribution, at Baughurst, Hampshire, yester- 
day. 

Old members will pay for their new 
animals from the proceeds of the sale of 
their yearlings, to be held on May 11. 
United Dairies, Limited, who founded the 
Club in 1921, are making a substantial loan 
to enable the new members to buy their 
calves. 

The success of the Young Farmers’ Club 
movement is exemplified in the remarkable 
growth of the Kingsclere Club—one of the 
first in England—which started with only 18 
members, and has more than trebled its num- 
bers. There are now about thirty clubs in 
Wngland, with a total membership of 800 
boys and girls between the ages of 10 and 17, 
working under the supervision of the Ministry 
of Agriculture. No mas or loans are 
made by ‘the State, and the capital is pro- 
vided, for the most part, by the various 
founders and patrons. 

The movement has done much to stimulate 
interest in agricultural pursuits, and, among 
calf clubs, to educate the coming generation 
of farmers in the best methods of clean milk 
production.

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WINTER DAIRYING, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TEMES. 

Srr,—Am I to be regarded’ as a’ half-crazy 
or whimsical freak, with.a ‘ bee in my 
bonnet,’” or am I -impelled.” by practrcal 
common-sense when I write, as I have done 
so often, in favour of making a determined 
effort to establish winter darrying 3m eur 
country? Forty years ago butter-making 
was the principal source of earning for the 
majority of farmers in large areas of Munster 
a Leinster. “Then Dénmark, in the 
favourable position of being a tillage country, 
was enabled by the house-feeding of milch 
cows to make, and export to the English 
market, butter of excellent ‘uniform, quality 
all the year round. As a result the ‘Danes 
captured the English market througheut the 
year; and the Irish exporters of butter ‘had 
to be satisfied with an inferior price for their 
butter made in the summer six months, “the 
only season in which butter was made in 
Ireland from the milk of grass-fed cows. 

There is a universal agreement among 
agricultural and commercial authorities that 
we cannot regain a favourable position in the 
English butter-market unless we succeed. in 
making butter all the year round, Two 
methods have been put forward for attaining 
this object. The agricultural authorities for 
over twenty-five years have held an opinion 
that dairy-farmers could induced by 
advice and instruction make butter all 
the year round. The: other opinion was 
that practical encouragement on the tarms 
would be necessary if dairy-farmers are to 
be induced to take up winter-dairying. Those 
who relied upon the giving of instruction and 
advice have for more than a quarter of a 
century’ proceeded on educational lines; but 
the unfortunate result has been that not in 
a single district has winter-dairying been 
established. 
with excellent technical qualifications, 
been engaged upon their fruitless task. 

Is not, then, the time overdue when a 
determined effort should be made for giving 
practical encouragement to our dairy-farmers 
to undertake the weighty task of providing 
suitable buildings for housing their cows, and 
of converting sórt into tillage lands? We 
may assume that the long course of instruc- 
tion has had a good effect upon dairy farmers, 
and that. they ought, owing to the educa- 
tion given, to be well prepared for taking 
advantage of such practical encouragement as 
may be considered best. The advocates of 
practical encouragement, of whom there are 
many, will, it is believed, be ready to expand 
their ideas on a suitable occasion, if desired. 
It now seems to be a matter of extreme 
urgency to decide upon and take action 
towards this end without any further

It was a mixed marriage. They, were married

marriage, and could not be happrer.

PROPOSED ‘‘ CUT’’ IN SALARIES 
AND WAGES. 

With regard to the proposed “ cut in 
salaries and wages of the officers and 
attendants of the Ballinasloe Mental Hospital, 
the Minister for Local Government has 
written to the Hospital Board, stating that 
changes in remuneration of officials and 
attendants under the rank of head attendant 
do not require the sanction of the Ministry. 

The general reduction proposed in the 
salaries of officers, however, would operate 
with irregularity, making large reductions in 
some und little or none in others; and for 
this reason the Minister could not express 
his approval. The wages of artisans should 
be brought. into relation with the trades 
union rates current 
eases of principal officials would each require 
individual examination. A distinction should 
be drawn between increments, which an officer 
might have legitimately expected in , jhe 
ordinary course and bonuses to meet the ,in- 
creased cost of living, which, if in excess cf 
Civil Service scale, should be reduced. The 
case of each of the principal officers should 
be considered separatély, and any proposals 
made would be examined by the Minister. 

The Board has décided to ask the Minister 
to: sanction the reductions already made, and 
to state that ‘he question of the cost of living 
did not affect the officers, only ratepayers 
being concerned.

DEPRECIATION OF CATTLE. 

The Dungarvan Urban Council have re- 
ceived a communication from the Local 
Government Department regarding the hold 
ing of fairs in towns. The Ministry pointed 
out that a committee sat last year to inquire 
into the various causes that contributed to 
the serious depreciation of lrish cattle, and 
the committee recommended several means of 
avoiding this loss. 

One question that came prominently before 
them was the holding of fairs in the streets 
of towns. ‘he cattle were subjected to ill- 
treatment, and were, therefore, reduced in 
value. The Local Government Department 
strongly recommended that where fair greens 
do not exist they should be provided, and 
as near as possible to the railway stations, 
and that pens should be constructed on the 
fair vreens. > 
They hoped that the Council would realise 
In this matter how it affected the country's 
trade in live stock, and hoped that they 
Would take early act on in the matter. 

The Council deferred consideration of the 
question to a future meeting.

In the statement of claim it was alleged 
that the plaintiff, who kept a banking account 
with the defendants, suffered Icss and damage 
by the defendants’ breach of contract in not 
paving out of the moneys of the plaintiff in 
their hands applicable to that purpose certain 
cheques drawn by the plaintiff on the defend- 
ants and duly presented for payment at the

THE ISSUE OF A SUBP(E:NA. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) . 

In the case of Maguire v. Lipton, Ltd., in 
which the plaintiff, formerly manager jf the 
defendants’ Clones branch, sought to establish 
his claim to a substantial annuity pursuant to 
an agreement alleged to have been entered 
into on behalf of the defendants with Mr. 
H. L. Peters,. deputy chairman of the de- 
fendant company, 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in reply te Mr. 
Sainsbury, for the defendants, stated that he 
would hear the application on Monday to be 
made on behalf of the defendants for leave to 
issue and serve a subpeena out of the juris- 
diction on Mr. Peters in England. 

When the case was before him towards the 
end of last sittings his lordship refused an 
application made on behalf of the defendants 
for an order allowing Mr. Peters’s evidence 
to be taken by commission, but gave the 
defendants liberty to issue and serve a sub- 
pena on Mr. Peters for attendance at the 
trial.

stances. The estate had been practically ad 
ministered, and this was really an indepen 
dent suit against the defendant with respect 
to money alleged to be due to the plaintiffs 
In respect of snecession duty, etc. His client 
had been put into possession of the farm by 
the plaintiffs after the deceased's death, and 
he was in possession of it ever since. It was 
not an easy matter for a farmer to give an 
account of his rents and profits for the last 
five vears, and he would ask his lordship to 
let the case stand for a fortnight.
